This is a decision on the "Petition Under 37 CFR 1.153(e) to Accept Complete Specification'', 
filed February 21 , 2007, requesting page 9 of the specification be accorded a filing date of 
October 3, 2003.

Background

The copy of page 9 of the specification, filed with the instant petition, will be used for 
examination purposes. 
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The petition fee has been refunded to deposit account 50-1349 as authorized in the instant 
petition. 

The application will be referred to the Office of Initial Patent Examination for processing of page
